VISALIA, Sept. 26 — Morning 


glories can be sprayed in the fall 
with good success, since spray-+ 
ing in the fall will give good con- 
trol provided that sprayed plants 
are not disturbed by cultivation 
or killed by frost for at least two 
weeks after treatment. 

For best results the morning 
glories should be growing vigor- 
ously. The patch should be irri- 
gated about 10 days before treat- 
ment to get the best growth. If 
an irrigation cannot be made, the 
use of a wetting agent will help 
get control. Use a commercial 
wetting agent or one of the house- 
hold detergents to help wet the 
leaves. A small teaspoonful of 
detergent will be adequate for 
each gallon of water. 

The plants should be sprayed 
with 2,4-D using about one and 
one-half pounds of actual 2,4-D 
per acre. 

The 2,4-D materials are not poi- 
sonous to animals or humans, 
however, care should be used in 
applying 2,4-D as the drift will 
cause damage to crops or shrubs. 
Most broad-leaved plants are dam- 
aged by 2,4-D, however, few grass- 
es show damage. 

A permit must be obtained from 
the Agricultural Commissianer’s 
office before a grower can buy 
2,4-D. In general, a grower will 
have little difficulty in getting a 
permit so he can spray after Octo- 
ber 15. 


SEED POTATOES 
FORCED TO SPROUT 

DAVIS, Sept. 26 — Treatment 
with a gibberellin solution causes 
seed potatoes to sprout from one 
to two weeks early, and breaks 
the dormancy for many potatoes 
grown on treated plants.

We would try to explain that 
seeds are "germinated" rather 
than hatched but it sounds too 
much like we've inoculated 
them with germs and he already 
suspects us of that. Anyway, 
we had a good “hatch” on 
pansies, calendulas, snaps, and 
stocks, which we are selling in 
our grade "A". large size at 
sixty cents a dozen. These are 
local grown and guaranteed 
fresh. 

Another thing we hatch 
around here are landscaping 
ideas. If you have a new home, 
or your old one scares you to 
death, we provide free land- 
scaping plans to ease the pain. 
These will provide the outline 
for a beautiful yard which you 
can plant one egg at a time or 
all at once.

| We Only Heard

AMERICAN INGENUITY is 
wonderful to behold, particularly 
as applied to acreage allotments 
and marketing quotas. Perhaps 
the most spectacular example of 
rugged individualism on the farm 
front is the case of Jack A. Harris, 
of Fresno, who took his soil bank 
payment from the government 
then went right out and planted 
some 4,500 acres of cotton outside 
the federal program, knowing that 
he faced a penalty of 18.5 cents 
per pound, payable to the United 
States government, for every 
pound of cotton he produced. 

BUT MR. Harris is quite likely 
going to make a profit on his deal, 
fantastic as it may seem, even 
though he pays the federal gov- 
ernment close to a million dollars 
in penalties. 

IN THE first place, Mr. Harris 
put his 1,666-acre cotton allot- 
ment, in Pima county, Arizona, 
into the soil bank, for which he 
received $209,701, or about $126 
per acre. He then moved over 
into Maricopa county and plant- 
ed between 4,300 and 4,800 acres 
— for the sake of figures let’s say 
the acreage will measure out at 
4,500. 

AVERAGE COTTON production 
in Maricopa county is 1,071 pounds 
per acre; assuming average produc- 
tion of good cotton, Mr. Harris 
might get around 35 cents per 
pound, which equals about $375 
per acre income. 

KNOCK OFF $198 per acre for 
government penalties and balance 
left is $177 per acre. Add to this 
the soil bank payment of $126 per 
acre and it appears that Mr. Har- 
ris will receive somewhere around 
tion.

AGAIN SPECULATING, opera- 
tion and production costs might 
run around $275 per acre — may- 
be more, maybe less, but there is 
a margin left to play with. Giv- 
and and taking a little along the 
line on these speculative figures, 


‘multiplying by 4,500 acres, and it 


becomes evident that Mr. Harris 
has a chance to end the season 
with a neat bit of change in his 
jeans. *° 


BUT THEN comes the $64,000 
question. After having put his 
allotment into the soil bank, ac- 
cepted his federal payment, plant- 
ed his cotton crop outside the fed- 
eral program and paid his pen- 
alty, all in accordance with the 
law of the land, will Mr. Harris 
be able to claim cotton history on 
his 4,500 acres? 

IF HB can, and it would cer- 
tainly' appear that he can, money 
will really jingle in his jeans. 

WHICH BRINGS us back to 
where we started — American in- 
genuity is wonderful to behold. 
And because it is so wonderful, 
government officials in their ivory 
towers will never devise a pro- 
gram that the American farmer 
can’t outguess.
